| Rarion againſt choſe moſt inhumane, unparalield and barbarous Proceedings-againlt the late 
| KING; which by true Proteſtants can be termed no other, Then the fouleſt Murther, and 
| Higheſt Afſakination that Sacred or Profane Story hath recorded ; being perpetrated by the 
 faidperſons in a Kingdom where the true Retormed Religion eminently fAounſhe , and be- 
| ing contrary to that Solemn League and Covenant which they themſelves had taken ; and all 
this countenanced under a pretext of Pablick Juſtice. 

And We heartily beg of God, that he would ſilence the Cry of that innocent blood, and 
not further punith theſe Nations for the ſame, by continuing them in Confuſions and Unſet- 
tlements, but in the Riches of his mercy, reſtore them to Peace upon the ſure Foundations of 


Truth and Righteouſneſs.
